| The man and the woman game,

Virgin Producing Territory.

BAKERSFIELD, Jan. 14.— 
Marking the first big step in de- 


titee-| Velopment, which is expected to 


reveal a new oil supply in Kern 
county, the initial well of the Co- 
manche Point Oil] Company wae 
spudded in while a crowd of Kern 
county and Los Angeles people 
watched. The site of the well is 
about twenty miles southeast of 
Bakersfield, near Arvin, and is at 
least that distance from any pro- 
ducing oil well. 

The drilling activity is being 
financed by Los Angeles meén, 
headed by F. E. Keeler, president 
of the Comanche Point and Globe 
Oil companies.

About four or five years ero a 
well was drilled by the Tejon 
Ranch Company on property now 
under lease to the Comanche 
Point Oll Company. This well was 
put down to a depth of 800 feet 
and was drilled to obtain water 
for cattle. A heavy tar was en- 
countered at a depth of a little 
over 700 feet. The casing was 
left in the well and ft still stapds 
open.

BERLIN, Jan. 15.—Despite the 
stormy political events of iast 
week, the German financia! situa- 
tion showed surprising firmness, 
the mark remaining comparatively 
strong and securities registering 
gains as big as 200 per cent.

DESTROYER 
TO END IN 
JUNK PILE. 


The De Long, Badly Dam- 
aged Recently, Ordered 
Stricken from Register. 


Having suffered more than $300,- 
000 damage when she went ashore 
in the fog at Halfmoon Bay severa! 
weeks ago, the big Navy destroyer 
DeLong. recently pulled off of the 
beach and taken to Mare Island 
Nevy yard, must go to the junk 
pile. Thies was the decision of na- 
val constructors at Washington, 
according to advices just received 
at Pacific Fleet headquarters. 

The unlucky destroyer was 
named in honor of Lieut.-Com- 
mander George W. DeLong, who 
died in Siberia Oct. 20, 1881, while 
on an expedition to the North 
Pole, in command of the Arctic 
exploration expedition fitted out by 
James Gordon Bennett. The bodies 
of Lieut.-Commander DeLong and 
one companion were found by «a 
relief expedition almost a year 
after their death. 

The DeLong was butit by the 
New York Shipbuildine Company 
in 1918 and was commissioned in 
September, 1919. She is the second 
destroyer of the Pacific force to be 
stricken from the Navy register 
because of mishaps at sea, the 
Woolsey, sunk off Panama in col- 
lision with a steel freighter, being 
the other ship. ,

pany was given permission by the) 
State Railroad Commission to 
issue and sel! $5,000,000 worth of 
7 per cent cumulative prior pre- 
ferred stock. It also was granted 
authority to retire $400,000 worth | 
of unifying and refunding 7 per 
cent bonds. 

With the money which it ez- 
pects to obtain from this stock 
the company intends to erect sev- 
eral new buildings this year. One

will be a $4650.000 office building 
at Fresno, to house the operating 
department. Another will be a 
warehouse and service building in 
Fresno to cost $360,000. Officials 
say that $500,000 will be spent 
during the summer for improve- 
ments of service, and a similar 
amount on better transmission. 

The biggest item of improve- 
ment in the company’s plans for 
the year is $2,500,000 for exten- 
stones and betterments in the dis- 
tribution system. When the stock 
issue in question has been made. 
officials declare the company will 
have taken up all of its floating 
Stock and will 
financed.
